be commenced. In 1950, I found it 
ij necessary to charge a farmer of 


.MD Wainwright under the Weeds 


Act and he was fined in the local 
court, This sort of action I wish~to 
point out is contrary to my cus- 
tomary way of hardling delinquent 
farm operators: However it seems 
the only way.to get results some- 
times. Now with 2,4-D available 
and its use proven to be effective, 
there is little or no excuse for al- 
lowing THISTLE patches to go to |! 
seed. I haye instructed the weed 
‘inspectors “to write’ orders and to 
folow them up without fail and 
this means ‘that after fair warning 
your case may be subject to court 
action. I certainly hope this will 
not be necessary and results will 
be obtained under happy relation- 
ship. 


Due to’ excessive moisture to 
date some farmers are finding it 
difficult to get their summerfal- 
low worked. This condition is quite 
excusable under the circumstances 
but still there will be no excuse 
for letting weeds go to seed as a 
menace to the community. The ma- 
jority of crops looks pretty and 
it would seem ‘more. sensible to 
treat those thistle patches now be- 
fore the crops get too far:‘advanced 
than .to be forced to mow down 
good grain later on. Sodium Chlor- 
ate is also available at this office 
for treating any Toad Flax. patch- 

or other small patches: of unde- 
sirable. weeds. Above all whatever 
you do try’ to avoid any unneces- 
|t7 action on our part.

Shortage Of Fertilizers 


THE IMPORTANCE OF soil conservation is emphasized in almost 


to realize that the soil cannot be productive indefinitely unless some of the 
elements which the crops take from it are returned by man. There are 
several Ways of preserving. the richness of the soil and one of. the most 
important of these is by the use of commercial] fertilizers. The production 
of these fertilizers has become a great industry and they are used widely 
in every part of the world where crops are grqwn. 
s lel * » * 
There is cause for concern, therefore, in the news 
Growing Need that there is a serious shortage of fertilizers devel- 
oping. Mr. G. J, Gallister, of the Unitéd Natioris 
In Far East Food and Agriculture Organization, who visited 
Canada recently, stated that, although the world’s production of. commercial 
fertilizers is high, a shortage of sulphur is preventing an increase in pro- 
“duction, which is needed to meet growing demands. There is now increas: 
ing need for fertilizers in Asia and the Far East, and present production 
is not sufficient to meet this growing demand, the United Nations official 
said, Canada has good supplies just now, he said, but shortage’ may begin 
to develop in the coming year. 
. * * * * * 
The present situation is due to the serious shortage 
Supply Less of sulphur for commercial purposes. The world 
supply of this important chemical is now estimated 
Than Demand to be about 5,570,000 long tons, while 6,000,000 long. 
tons are required to\meet the,annual need. The impending shortage of 
sulphur has been anticipated in Canada, and efforts are being made to 
supplement the world supply fromthe by-products in the refining of 
Alberta oil and in tar sands from the Athabasca River. A lack of com- 
-mercial fertilizers would have a serious effect on world food production at 
"this time, and it is to be hoped that some way may be found of averting 
this impending shortage. 


-Doukhobor Leader 
Dies In Vancouver 


VANCOUVER.—-Michael, the arch- 
angel, Verigin, 68-year-old Doukho- 
bor leader, died here in hospital sur- 
rounded by members of the strange 
religious sect. 


In his early days, he had operated 
a grain elevator near Winnipeg and 
later was a boarding housekeeper in 
Vancouver, but after each business 
venture he returned to the Duokho. 
bors, : 
Founder: of a settlement at Hilliers, 
B.C.,. on Vancouver Island, he had 
been in hospital since July. 12, 
Brought here for an emergency op- 
eration, he contracted post-operative 
pneumonia. He was no relation to 
Peter (the lordly) Verigin, spiritual 
leader, killed in a.bomb blast at Far- 
ron, B.C., in-1924, but had lorfg been 
a central figure in the turbulent life 
of the Doukhobors.
